2. According to a reliable source, DADCAU&KAS (hereafter referred 
me Subject) is considered by the exiled Lithuanians in Westers Europe 
be a very suspicious individual. The following biographic details 
Subject were received t 



A. Subject is about 55 years old, was boro in Lithuania, 
and was farnsrly a Lithuanian citizen. H© graduated in l?ab fros 
ths Stats High School "Auers" in Kaunas, Lithuania, than attended 
the Lithuanian University In Kaunas where he probably studied lew. 
During his university years, be belonged to ths Deo -Lithuania 
fraternity. Be was then employed at tbs Dapartaant of State 
Security, Lithuanian Ministry of Justice, where ha worked (under \ 
the Lithuanian ndadnistration) until about 19^0. During ths Oeimii 
occupation of Lithuania, 19tl-19tt, he apparently retained his 
position at the Departaant of Stats Security under tbs Gestapo. 

At the and of World War II, he was in Poland where he cl a Inert he 
a Polish citizen and obtained a Job with the Polish Govern- 
probably in sons agricultural office. Bis wife and children 
free Western Europe, probably fro* West Oereany, to the 
United 6tates soeetlee after World War n. 

B. In 1956 or 1997 Subject arrived In West Gernsny and later 
sent to live in Paris, Prance. During his stay in West Os r ea ny 
and in Prance, he did not bars any aaployacut and apparently lived 
free sons support he received from his f sally in the United State# 
and free iom free lance Journalistic work. In Paris be pl a nn e d 
to obtain a scholarship and do poat -graduate work toward a Fh.D. 
degree at the Sorbonne University. 
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C. From Germany or France Subject applied for a United 
States immigration rlsa to Join his family In the United States. 

He claimed that the granting of this rise vas delayed because of 
false derogatory Information which local Lithuanian exiles were 
reporting to the American authorities. 

D. While living in France, Subject made frequent trips to 
Oermany and Austria vuere he told all of his old acquaintances he 
was on a Vary Important Rise ion" to interview refugee# who were 
eocpeoted from Poland and other Communist countries and from whom 
he was to extract "interesting Information". He bragged about this 
aotlrlty to the Lithuanian exile oonmmity in Germany and Austria, 
but never mentioned who was sponsoring his "activities", although 
there vas always the implication that his "activities" bad the 
approval of the French g o v ern ment because of his freedom to exit 
and re-enter France ss a stateless person. 

I. In 1961 or 1962 Subject went to the United States appar- 
ently on s visitor's or entry visa and he Is residing there at 
present. 

3 * Our source added the following comments to his report on Subjects 

"A. It seems very unusual that a Lithuanian refugee who fled 
from tbs Soviets would be able to obtain both Polish c It leans hip 
and a gover nme nt Job In Cawnlst Poland. As a rule, all Lithuanians 
who were stranded in Poland at the end of World War II were banded 
over to the Ituse Ians and then shipped back to Soviet Lithuania. 

The only known exception vas made for farmer Lithuanian cltlsens 
of Polish origin. It is also hard to believe that a person who 
marked for the Lithuanian security forces in prewar Lithuania and 
probably even far the Gestapo during World War II could obtain a 
Job with the Cf inlet go vernment in Poland. 

B. It seems strange that Subject stayed in Poland for such 

a long period (more than 10 years) without trying to escape to the 
West to Join his family who lived in the West. His method of escape 
in 1956 or 1997 is also unclear and therefore open to suspicion. 

C. Subject's activity during the period of his residence in 
Western Europe might lead to the assumption that Subject had resumed 
his old trade, i.e. , intelligence. Was he collecting and selling 
Information to some Intelligence service or was be using this activity, 
which he did not hesitate to reveal to hit friends and acquaintances, 
as a cover far some kind of positive intelligence assignment?
